I remember what Sexeca writes of Ceſar, who having 
appointed a great Feaſt for his Nobles and Friends, and 
it falling out that the day proved exceeding foul, even 
ſo as nothing could be done 3 and being extreamly dif- 
pleaſed at it, in the height of madneſs took their Bows, 
d ſhot at Fxpiter, in defiance of him, but it happen'd 
t their Arrows lighting ſhort of Jxpter, fell down 
upon their own heads, and wounded them morrtally. 
Thus its in the point in hand, our murmurings, and 
impatiency, are as Arrows ſhot, not at Jupiter, but at 
Jehovah, at God himfelf, henceſaid Afojes, Exod, 16.8.

not againſt us, but againſt God 5 which Arrows may
